They are ashamed to 
admit that they are miserable sin­ 
ners. 
The lodge requires no repent­ 
ance. the church does. 
In the church, one can pay or not. 
In the lodge you pay or get out. 
“I do not believe the church should 
stand around like a mendicant with 
hat in hand. 
The church member 
should be required to give, be on the 
charity list of the church, or get out.” 
Men are more interested in the 
lodge than in the church because 
they learn the lodge and do not learn 
the church.

Learn your church,

Though much destruction has bren 
set down against the 
elements 
in 
the history of this 
country, 
dating 
from the t*me of the 
New* Madrid 
earthquake in 1811, enormity in life 
loss is generally reckoned from the 
Johnstow n flood, 
which 
was caused 
by the bursting of the dam in tho 
Conemaugh river at Johnstown, P a., 
on May 31, 1889, causing a loss rf 
2.200 lives and 
the 
destruction of 
most of Johnstow n and the contigu­ 
ous villages 
In the same region on 
Sept. 20, 1911, a dam went 
out at 
Austin, Pa., causing the death of 400 
persons. 
The Galveston horror, 
on Sept. 8. 
1900, holds the record 
for 
loss of 
life, through a combination of wind 
and water. A W est Indian hurricane, 
lasting 
eighteen 
hours, 
the 
wind 
veering in every direction and reach­ 
ing a maximum velocity estimated at 
135 miles an hour, swept over, the 
city. T h e streets were flooded to a 
maximum depth of 
16 
feet 
above 
m ean low' tide. The Gulf of Mexico 
was hurled upon the fated city. 
The 
loss of life is estimated a t between 
5,000 and 6,000 and Hie loss to prop­ 
e rty at $30 000.000. In point of loss 
of property, however, the Galveston 
figures 
are 
small 
compared 
with 
those by the Chicago fire, 
in 1871, 
when $190,000,000 went up in smoke, 
and the Boston fire of 
1872. 
whci 
the loss was $72.000,0000. 
Another 
elemental

note was the St. Louis cyclone, on 
April 26, 1896, 
when 
8,000 houses 
w ere wrecked and $10,000,000 worth 
of property destroyed. 
This storm 
lasted only twenty minutes. 
T he Kaw river flood, which touch­ 
ed K ansas City and Topeka so hard 
in 1903, is still 
fresh 
in memory 
hereabouts. It began on May 30 and 
continued for a week or more. 
Next to Galveston in point of sin­ 
gularity was the destruction of San 
Francisco by earthquake and fire on 
April 18.

God. of which the death of Jesus for 
human redemption is apart. 
The pastor protested against the 
too common practice of accepting a 
portion of the Bible, and 
the remainder. 
He declared that any 
man wise enough to criticise the in­ 
spired Word should be accepted as 
an 
inspired 
authority 
capable 
of 
writing a better statement of the Di­ 
vine Plan. 
For his part, he believed 
that the Holy Scriptures, as St. Paul 
declares, were written aforetime by 
holy men for the admonition of the 
church. 
He believed that this was 
done because God wished His people 
to understand His Divine purposes 
and 
arrangements, and 
sympatheti­ 
cally to enjoy them and co-operate in 
their fulfillment. 
We 
should 
hold 
fast “the faith once delivered to the 
saints.” and should not 
allow on: 
own wisdom or the wisdom of other 
men to make the Word of God of 
none effect. 
He reminded his hear­ 
ers of how Jesus had reproved the 
Pharisees for their neglect of God’s 
Word and for taking instead of it 
the traditons of men.—Mark 7; 6. 7. 
However, the Pastor declared that 
our English Bible does not profess to 
be the Word of God, but merely a 
translation of it. 
If, therefore, we 
find 
some 
passages 
of 
Scripture 
which have been mistranslated, and 
thus misrepresent the original Scrip­ 
tures. w'e should make haste to cor­ 
rect these, and to admit 
that 
the 
translations wTere not inspired. 
Ad­ 
ditionally, he reminded us that all 
old manuscripts 
show' 
that 
during 
the long period of eighteen centuries 
errors had crept in—additions to the 
words of Jesus and the Apostles. He 
stated that at the time of the pre­ 
sentation 
of 
our Common Version 
English Bible the number of Greek 
manuscripts was only seven, whereas 
now 
there 
are 
several 
hundreds. 
J Three of them in particular are very 
old—the Sinaitic, the Vatican 
1209 
and the Alexandrian Manuscript. 
The people of God are to so hunger 
and thirst for their Heavenly Fath­ 
e r’s words that they will spare no 
pains to know' exactly what He said 
to them and what He did not say, 
and to base their faith upon the liv­ 
ing Word, which surely will abide 
forever. 
So doing, the Pastor de­ 
clared. the Bible becomes more beau­ 
tiful and more reverenced by Bible 
students every day. 
Jesus 
Died to Meet Man’s Penalty. 
There is no dispute among the va­ 
rious orthodox creeds that there was 
a 
penalty 
against 
mankind which 
needed to he met, before the Divine 
blessing could come to any of our 
race. 
These creeds all agreed, he 
said, that Adam, the father of the 
race, was created perfect, in the im­ 
age. in the moral likeness, 
of 
his 
Maker, hut that he had sinned, and 
come under a penalty, or curse, on 
j account of sin. 
Hence all of his race 


The penalty 
against Adam. “ Dying, 
thou shalt die,” signifies the death 
of his soul, his entire being. 
Under 
that 
sentence. 
unless 
redeemed. 
Adam and his race would have had 
rfjocting) no future life. 
But God from the very beginning 
purposed to 
redeem man 
from this 
death sentence. 
In due time He sent 
forth His Son to pay m an’s redemp­ 
tion price. 
Jesus’ redemptive work 
will restore m an’s soul from the pow­ 
er of the tomb, by a resurrection of 
the dead. 
Therefore, 
even 
before 
Jesus had died for our sins. He said 
to some of the people, 
“Fear not 
them which 
can kill 
the body.” and 
thus take from you all that remains 
of the present 
Adamic 
life. 
Fear 
God, w ith w hom are the issues of the 
future life, for He is able to destroy 
not merely the temporary life of the 
present time, but also your prospec­ 
tive life, which He purposes to se­ 
cure for you through the Redeemer’s 
sacrifice, and by 
the 
resurrection 
from the dead. 
We see, then, that God rested ev­ 
ery feature of His plan for mankind 
upon the great work which from the 
beginning He intended Jesus should 
accomplish for our race. 
St. Paul, 
said the Pastor, expresses this in a 
few words, saying, “As by a man came 
death 
[not eternal torment.], by a 
man also comes the resurrection of 
the dead.

The first order, or resurrection, is 
that of The Christ, Head and Body.

Search care­

and the Prophets—and we find not 
a hint of any other penalty for sin 
than this death penalty. 
What the Death Penalty Includes. 
The pastor 
declared 
that many 
failed to grasp the 
full 
import of 
the death penalty. It includes not 
only the final act of dying, but all 
the steps leading thereto. Had there 
been no sin and no sin pealty there 
would have been no dying process— 
no aches, no pain, no 
sighing nor 
crying nor dying. 
Man lived in Eden as happily as 
angels live in their heavenly home 
on the spirit plane, 
for 
he 
is an 
earthly being, adapted only to earth ­ 
ly conditions. Besides, 
had 
it not 
been for sin. God would not have per­ 
mitted the curse, nor brought thorns, 
thistles, storms and cyclones, drouth 
and* deluges, which in death-dealing 
power have been permitted to come 
to man because he is a convict. Tie 
is already under sentence of death 
and not entitled 
to 
any considera­ 
tion. 
T he favors that God has promised 
to him through Christ will come in 
their d u e season. 
They will make 
earth a Paradise garden, with noth­ 
ing to hurt or destroy. The Divine 


great work which Ile has promised 
and shall be satisfactorily 
consum­ 
mated. Divine 
wisdom, 
backed by 
Divine power, will 
establish 
Mes­ 
siah's kingdom in power and 
great 
bind Satan, break the shack­ 
les of ignorance4, error and sin, and 
set humanity free from the slavery 
of sin and death, under which it bnf 
resled for six thousand years. 
This great work is spoken

As the entire reign

every member of the race through 
Jfsu s.

will attain everlasting life. But one 
class will receive it on the spiritual 
or heavenly pane,

does not 
signify 
universalism,

while these two classes

saved, the Bible distinctly 
tells of 
some who will receive the grace of 
God in ■'ain,
